Frightful Rnfferlnga of the Crew of th. 
Mar er Scotia oa Falkland lalands— Ua» 
of the Hssenad fk«aa tke Amerleaa 

Ship Trlamphnnt—Forolan News, 
LoNDo.-«, Sept 7.— Every vesael that ar- 
rivea from New York brings news ct unns- 
baI gales and extr^^taly bad W)y>(h«r. Ow* 
Ing to a gale aad saa* prsTBijnff bImr 
tha Irish Ojt^ tho lataaa ataamsr, aty «( 
RtshsMad, whioh arrived off Quaenatowa 
from New York yaaterday, was compelled 
to enter the inner harbor in order to trans- 
fer to a tender nuoh passengern as wished to 
disembark. Tiie Lord Olive, from Phila- 
delphia, also had to aeek shelter. 

One of the crew of the Belfast bark Star 
of Scotia has arrived at Liver|)ool, and haa 
given some thrilling details of the wreck 
of that ve.irt"! on the Falkland island and 
the lotis of eigut Uvea. Of the men drowned 
one was the mate of the veaael, and out of 
the othen* the bodiea of two w«r* found oa 
the beach with nearly all th* flash aatsa otf 
by wild and voracious birda 

According to the account of the seaman 
who has just arrived at LivorjxKil, and bis 
name is M.u tin Olsm, it apjtears that th* 
Star of Sootia waa boimd from San Praa* 
ciaco to tjjeeusboro, aad had ob board a 
cargo of wheat. She waa manned by a craw 
of twenty-two, and got ashore on ttie rooka 
at Bull Point, about a hundred milea froa 
Port .Stanley, Palkland lalanda. It was 
alKjut 1 1 :M) at night when the veaael atraok, 
and the crew remained on board iintil 
light Heavy aurf Vbs braakinig 0 
island. Tha captalB With a IsaddlWy h(> 
crew got away in one boat, and tha 
waa in charge of Fraiier, the mato. Tha 
captain told the man not to bring their af- 
fects, but to save their lives and then go oiS 
to the ahip again for thsir olothasi Tha 01^ 
taia*s boat was tha flrst to reaoh shora, bat 
the mate's boat was cast on the beach by ths 
baavy aurf, and in it were the unoonaolons 
forms of Davis and Drummoud, a^num, 
and the body of the mate, wtto had Juat 
braatbed hia. last Davis and Drunuuood 
reoovarad and gave an account of tbatr auf- 
feriuga during tb* abort time that had 
eia|Med since they abandoBod their vesaeL 

While making their way to ahore the boat 
waa oapaiced and all the occupauta war* 
thrown into the water. Some uf the man 
managed to cling to the upturned craft 
which aftarwanis righted. Some of tha 
poor fellows iiuver reached bar again bat 
wore drowned. While making once aiora 
for shore she wiu agaia oapsissd, and this 
happened no Itws than seven time* until 
there were only three left, vis: The mata^ 
Druminond and Davis, Some of the maa 
had clung to the capsised boat, but tbair 
itrougth lufl faile>l them, and becoming ex- 
hausted they had to loose their hold aad 
perish. To odd to the men's auffering it 
was intensely cold, and it was only owing to 
their robust constitutions that D^ivia and 
1 >i-aiiHiiond were aaved. Tliey saw their 
comrades drowning but couldn't afford 
them the slightest aid. When the ship- 
wrecked nMn lauded the island was covered 
with snow and the air was bitterly ouid. 
They, however, found shelter in the hut of 
icne herdsmen and were kindly treatad 
The herdsmen also rode 100 miles to infona 
the authorities of tlu^disastor.

Bignals of distreaa having bean hotttoii. th* 
master of the State of Indiana sent off a 
boat in charge of J. Campbell, chief ofl)o*r, 
and at the request of Capt. Lawr*no* Mm 
crew and part of tlMir effects ware takaa 
eff. The 4erelict vessel was abandoned.
